Taking this, then, as an acknowledged 
fact, I feel safe in saying thut the collection 
of oddities for rarities is by far the most 
fascinating branch of the whole pursuit 


The reguiar‘issues of stamps can be ob- 
tained from any large dealer by simply pay- 
ing his price, and if your means are un- 
limited your album will be graced (or dis- 
graced, by few blank spaces. 

Then these stamps are the same as all col- 
lectors get, but where is there a dealer who 
can supply oddities on demand? True, there 
are a few dealers who cater to the wants 
of collectors in this line, but they can not 
furuish any variety which may be ordered. 
They only have a number of varieties on 
hand, and when they are gone they must 

wait for others to turn up, with. no cer- 
tainty-that they will “‘ materialize,’’ while, 
with pang: omnes issues, it is somewhat dif- 
ferent, as there are few stamps which can 
not be produced if the price is forthcoming. 

If you loak over two or three coilections 

of the regular issues you will find that they 
comprise pretty much the same speci- 
mens, allowing, of coursé, for the size of 
“the collection, but examine the same num- 
ber of “odd” collections and you will find 
them containing hundredsof different speci- 
meéns. 

A collection which has been obtained 
through exchanging or from your own ef- 
forts in discovery affords much more pleas- 
ure than one which has been purchased. 
This opinion I suppose will sound strange 
as coming from a dealer, but 1 nevertheless 
firmly believe in what I state. 

A collection which has been purchased 
possesses interest as having cost many dol- 
lars, but -valuable specimens which have 
been picked up at various times possesses 
a greater interest as having cost nothing 
in money, but much in time and patience, 
and it is this time spent in discovering 
which gives oddities interest in the eyes of

French physician and alchemist, Arnauld 
de Villeneuve, who died in 1360, appears to 
have been the first who distilled the famous 
agua vite, which the discoverer proclaimed 
to be a panacea for every ill that flesh is 
heir to. ‘This water of life,’’ he wrote, 
‘ig the water of immortality, since 
it lengthens our days, dissipates un- 
healthy humors, cheers the: heart, 
and prolongs youth.” Such praises 
were considered by no means extravagant 
in that age, and the extraordinary virtues 
of aqua vite were universally believed; it 
was used, however, rather as a medicine 
or cordial than a bevearge. In 1560 it was 
given out to the Hungarian miners as 2& 
remedy against the cold, unwholesome air 
of the mines, and twénty years afterward 
the English army in Flanders was provided ‘ 


with it as a protective against the damp of} 


the climate. That itwas used in this couh-" 
try in Shakespeare’s time is proved by thé” 
nurse in **Romeo and Juliet’’ exclaiming’: 
‘Give me some aqua vite!” Nantes seems” 
to have been the earliest seat of the trade; 
thenceit was smuggled across the bay of 
Biscay to our southern coast. In old plays 
brandy is frequently 
‘“*Nantes.”’ As early as 1650, however, 
there were five or six brandy firms estab- 
lished in the little town on the banks of the 
Charente, and one of these, the house of 
Angier Freres, still exists. In the reign of 
Louis XVI. the eau-de-vie of Cognac was 
considered to be the best, but even in 1779 
its merchants numbered only ten and in 
1820 they did not exceed’ sixteen. During 
the next twenty years, however, the total 
leaped to 104, and in 1877 it further rose to 
134; since then thereffas been a decreasein 
consequence of the repeated failures of the 
vintages. 

Very little brandy is distilled in Cognac, 
the operation being chiefly conducted on the 
brandy farms in thedistrict where the grape 
is grown. The brandy grape, which very 
much resembies the champagne, is a small, 
white berry, the juice of which previous to 
distillation tastes like very bad, sour cider. 
The farmers, as a rule, keep the spirit sev- 
eral years before offering it for sale; it is 
then purchased bythe Cognac merchants. 
When brought into the warehouses its 
strength is about twenty over proof; this 5 
reduced by adding a certain proportion of 
distilled water. Different vintages are 
mingled in huge vats, which sometimes 
stand in an upper partofthe building, and 
are kept constantly stirred to blend the fia- 
vors and a preparation of burned sugar is 
added for coloring. It is then filtered 
through a peculiar kiud of paper pulp and 
flows into vats on a lower level, in which it 
remains from five to twenty and even thirty 
years to mature. From these receptacles it 
is drawn off into casks for bottling or for 
exportation. 

The premises of some of the principal 
brandy merchants are of enormous extent, 
the largest and most elaborate being fitted 
with all the newest appliances, which cover 
severalacres of ground. The operations of 
the trade require large space. To give some

Only 618 children of school age ap- 
pear to have attended the public 
schools, and only 50 between the ages 
of 8 and 14 years are found as not at- 
tending any school. The total num- 
ber of children under 21 years in the 
district is 1,236 of which 6 are negroes

Af THE STAMP WINDOW. 
The Vex 
: to Contend With. 
Frank Comstock, the competent and 
obliging stamp and general delivery 
clerk of the Reno Postoflice, informs a 
GAZETTE reporter that the following is 
not overdrawn: 

“I don’t suppose,’’ said a stamp 
clerk in the Postoffice to a New York 
Sun reporter, ‘‘ that there is any place 
which so tries a man’s nature and 
gives him so clear an insight into the 
nature of other people as that of a 
stamp clerk. There is an order posted 
up at the window and generally under- 
stood by all who come to buy stamps, 
that. purchasers must fall into line; 
but during the busy hours, when the 
string, one deep, is very long, and the 
last comer is very apt to catch cold 
before he stands before the window, 
there is always one who refuses to take 
his proper place, and persistently tries 
to form a special line of his own com- 
ing up from the opposite direction. Of 
course, | do not pay the smallest at- 

tention to such people. I pretend that 

| don’t see them, and they usually per- 

yevere in their futile efforts until the 

particular outgoing mail that has 

drawn the crowd closer and has disap- 

peared. Then they get fairly before 

the window. But sometimes one fool 

continues to make many. 

‘*The example of the perverse per- 

son who won’t go to the tail end of 

the line is followed, and others file be- 

hind him, until the wrong rank ex- 

tends as far as the right one, and the 

clamor for stamps that I cannot sell 

becomes so importunate that business 

is impeded. Then the officers outside 

must interfere and. breax up the line 

that should never have been formed. 

‘‘Women are my bitterest foes. 

They always begin by asking ‘ How 

many stamps will that take?’ Then 

the regulations require me to weigh 

the letter, although the envelop may 
be so attenuated that a simpleton 

could tell that single postage would 
carry it, or so obese with some contra- 

band article that it should be obvious 
that it will not be forwarded at all 

My business, however, is merely to 
tell ber how many stamps its weight 
will require. Then she has a number 

of questions to ask of me, and, while 
the lengthening line writhes with im- 

patience behind her, she tries to as- 
certain how long her letter will take to 
get toits destination. I try to answer 
her inquiries as politely and as rap- 
idly as possible; but I can tell you it 

is hard and trying work. Finally she 
offers me, possibly, a $5 bill in paying 
for a 2-cent stamp, and slowly counts 
the change twice over before she is 
satisfied. In nine cases out of ten she 
uses the sill of the window to stick the 
stamp on the letter, and very com- 
monly she asks me to affix it. 

“Only yesterday a middle-aged 
woman, after she had purchased a 
5-cent stamp to send a letter to Scot- 
land, asked me if five l-cent stamps 
would do as well. I said yes, and she 
gave back the stamp I had just given her 
and made me change it for five 1-cent 
stamps. Then she made me stick the 
five stamps on the letter for her. 
Then she wanted to know where the 
proper drop was, and I think she 
would have requested me to come out 
and post the letter if the crowd had 
not forcibly shouldered her away. 

‘“‘\ few days ago a man at the head 
of a long line, as he stuck stamps on 
four letters, began to tell a story bow 
a stamp clerk in Wheeling did his 
business, The person behind him de- 
liberately knocked off his hat, and 
while he was picking it up the line 
passed on. Not long agoa man, after 
waiting for twenty minutes at the 
wrong end of the line, at last found 
himself before the window. 

‘Well, mister,’ he said, with angry 
sarcasm, ‘I s’pose ye’ve got time to 
‘tend me now. I jist want this postal- 
order cashed.’ When I told him that 
I was not-the right clerk to cash it he 
wouldn’t believe me, and challenged 
me to step outside and ‘have it out.’ 
A: policeman had to drag him away 
from the window.

If you should think the matter of suf- 
ficient importance to notice editorially 
it will be appreciated, as it is necessary 
to obtain the co-operation of medical 
men in all parts of the country to in- 
sure a successful result. This is all 
volunteer work on the part of the phy- 
siclan, and any assistance you may 
feel inclined to give will materially 
help a most important branch of sta- 
tistical inquiry. 
It is equally important to the coun- 
try that the returns in relation to farm 
products and live stock should be full 
and correct. The enumerator in the 
house to house visit he will make dur- 
ing the month of June, 1890, is con- 
stantly met with the fact that farmers 
keep no books, and hence returns are 
not infrequently guess work. The 
census year begins June Ist next and 
ends May 31, 1890. If the farmers 
throughout the country would note this 
fact and keep account of the products 
of their farms during the census year 
it would be of material aid in securing 
reliable returns for the eleventh cen- 
sus.

To the Medical Profession: The 
various medical associations and the 
medical profession will be glad to learn 
that Dr. John 8. Billings, Surgeon 
United States Army, has consented to 
take charge of the report on the mor- 
tality and vital statistics of the United 
States as returned by the eleventh 
census. 
As the United States has no system 
of registration of vital statistics, such 
as is relied upon ‘by other civilized 
nations for the purpose of ascertaining 
the actual movement of population, 
our census affords the only opportun- 
ity of obtaining near an approximate 
estimate of the birth and death rates 
of much the larger part of the country, 
which is entirely unprovided with any 
satisfactory system of State and mun- 
icipal registration. 
In view of this, the: Census Office, 
during the month of May this year, 
will issue to the medical profession 
throughout the country ‘‘ Physician’s 
Registers” for the purpose of obtain- 
ing more accurate returns of deaths 
than it is possible for the enumerators 
to make. It is earnestly hoped that 
physicians in every part of the coun- 
try will co-operate with the Census 
Office in this important work. The 
record should be kept from June l, 
1889, to May 31, 1890. Nearly 26,000 
of these registration books were filled 
up and returned to the office in 1880, 
and nearly all of them used for statis- 
tical purposes. It is hoped that double 
this number will be obtained for the 
eleventh census. 
Physicians not receiving registers 
can obtain them by sending their 
names and addresses to the Census 
Office, and, with the register, an offi- 
cial envelope which requires no stamp 
will be provided for their return to 
Washington. 

If all medical and surgical practi- 
tioners throughout the country will 
lend their aid, the mortality and vital 
statistics of the eleventh census will 
be more comprehensive and complete 
than they have ever been. Eve 
physician should take a personal pri 
in having this re as full and accu- 
rate as it is ible to make it.

Gable-Roofed Coffias, Carved Wood Coffins 
and Coffins That Are Made in Imita- 
tion of Marble—Evening Funer- 
als—Undertakers’ Bilis. 


¥ “ The latest and newest thing ih ¢offins,”’ 


said Rev. Stephen Merritt, to a New York | 
to-earth 


Sun reporter, “is the earth- cas- 
ket. Itis an oblong casket made of rattan 
stripped of its outer gloss. It i& called 
‘earth-to-earth’ because through its open- 
work meshes the air has free access to the 
remains, dissolution follows quickly, and 
the body soon assimilates with the earth. 
The cost is about the same as that of an or- 
dinary coffin, from $75 up, according to the 
trimmings. The present construction is an 
American idea, but similar caskets have 
been used in England, They are strong 
enough for the purpose, yet they will soon- 
er disappear in the ground than any that 
have ever been used.” 

Within a few years the business of the 
undertaker has undergone a complete rev- 
olution. In 1854 a mahogany coffin was 
sold for $12. Now a mahogany coffin is 
rarely used, and, if used, would cost a great 
deal more. Then a funeral cost $75 to $100 
that would now cost three or four times as 
much, The fashiors have changed. Fora 
time rosewood and black walpuse were gen- 
erally used; now the greater part are 
cloth-covered caskets of various shapes. 
The old-fashioned coffin shape has entirely 

isappeared. For young peoplecaskets are 

covered with. various delicate shades 
of plush. The interior trimmings of the 
caskets, the shrouds and flowers all con- 
tribute to take away the old-time ghastly 
appearance of a corpse. 

In old times undertakers made their own 
coffins. Now the business has got into the 
hands of enormous concerns that keep only 
offices in the large cities and maintain great 
factories in the country near lumber dis- 
tricts, where labor and materials may be had 
to advantage. Some of these big firms pub- 
lish large books with cuts of the different 
styles of coffins. Each firm will have hun- 
dreds of styles and often carry a stock of 
$50,000 worth of coffins. 

The old-fashioned ice box is going out of 
date. Embalming is rapidly taking its 
place. Shortly after death about three 
pints of a colorless liquid is injected into the 
arteries, and then the body may be kept 
for an indefinite period. The natural color 
and expression are preserved, and, in cases 
of emaciation, appearance is even im- 
proved. The cost is but a trifle beyond the 
cost of ice. 

Metallic coffins are now made at much 
cheaper rates than ever before. They are 
much used in cases of contagious diseases or 
in sarcophagi, or where transportation for 
long distances is necessary. 

The most durable wood is cedar. The 
cloth-covered coffins are made of pine or 
cherry. A late style of cloth coffin has 
carved work over which the cloth is close- 
ly pressed. For young people light-col- 
ored cioth caskets are frequently used. 
Metal caskets are largely used in Cuba and 
the South Thereis a peculiar white casket 
made toimitate marble, It.is ornamented 
with raised plaster figures, scrolls or flow- 
ers imitating the carving of marble. There 
is apeculiar oak casket made with a cover in 
the form of a cross. Some of the crosses are 
mounted on three steps—one step for each 
member of the Trinity. 

There is a late tendency to expend most 
money upon the coffin and things that show 
in the house or at the church, and there is 
less disposition to have along line of car- 
riages. Evening funerals are largely in 
vogue for the reason that men are less 
likely tobe kept away at that time by busi- 
ness. At day funeraisit is customary for 


the intimate friends only to go to the ceme- | 
tery. A late fashlon is to line the coffin of | 


an elderly person with black satin. 

Practically, cremation has not decreased 
the cost of funerals much. In many cases 
expensive caskets have been used, as they 
would have been if the bodies had been 
buried in the ordinary way. There seems 
to be an ineradicable idea thatany sort of 
economy about a funeral shows a want of 
respect for the dead. A good deal of the 
disputation and dissatisfaction over under- 
takers’ bills comes from this source. 
People overwhelmed with grief do not care 
to haggle about prices. They say to the 
undertaker: ‘‘Do every thingin the best 
style and send the billtome.’’ They do not 
think that there are many details of a fun- 
eral that can best be attended to by some 
members of the family, and that when the 
undertaker looks after them it takes a 
great deal of time, trouble and expense, 
for which he is fustified in charging. 

The cost ofafuneral varies from nine 
dollars, the lowest charge for burying an 
infant, to $14,163.75, which was Stephen 
Merritt's bill for the burying of General 
Grant. Thereis every reason why, when 
there is a death in a family, some clear- 
headed member of that family should go to 
the undertaker and make all the requisite 
arrangements, and ascertain precisely 
what the funeral is going to cost. People 


HOSTESS AND GUEST. 
Their Respective Diati¢s Ably Defined by 
a Lady Writer. 

The first duty of the hostess is to make 
her guests acquainted with each other, 
writes Jane Alien in the Christian Union. 


1 In some circles it is considered etiquette 


not to introduce, but, as a young lady justly 
observed: “It may be etiquette, but it is not 
a polite etiquette.” The very origin of this 
word “etiquette”? suggests ite limitations.

If we accept it as the dictate of courtesy 
that one’s guests should be introduced, it 
follows that they should }¢ introduced in 
such a way as to make it easy to fall into 
conversation. It is not necessary that the 
hostess should present Mr. Smith as “the 
Australian expiorer,’? or Miss Brown as 
“the author of that charming poem in the 
Age.”’ Suchan introduction almost neces- 
sitates a personal turn tothe conversation, 
and makes it decidedly awkward for the 
other person, who may never have heard of 
the Australian expedition or the poem. In 
nothing is the skill of the hostess so clearly 
shown as in this word with which she 
shoves the boat of new acquaintance off the 
social strand. A hint of some topic in 
which the people introduced are mutually 
interested, an allusion to an acquaintance 
which they hold in common, a mention of 
some place, book or picture familiar to both, 
launches them successfully; and the hostess 
may turn to her other guests with her mind 
atease. If she is wise, she will have asked 
several persons, preferably young girls, 
to act as assistant hostesses, to share the 
duties of introducing and entertaining. 
She will also have invited several more men 
than women, in order to have a circulating 
medium; as aman may without awkward- 
ness be left standing alone, a woman never, 

Nothing inthe line of party-giving is so 
easy as asmall evening party. It is often 
pleasantest when most informal. Invite 


not, as Emerson says, interpage ~ screen of 
‘things between you and them. Have done 
with apologies! Deficiencies speak for 
themselves, and their mouths are not to be 
shut by explanations. Welcome your guest 
heartily, set before him your bestof mate- 
rial and spiritual refreshment, and then 
cease to be over-anxious as to his enjoy-

their shells, to deceive the world into the 


belief that they hold a pearl, All these are 
as common as they are depressing. The 
ideal guest is much more rare than th¢ 
ideal hostess. The role involves the power 
to play second fiddle gracefully, to take 
time from the first violin, and aim simply 
to aid the general effect. With no personal 
interest in making a party a success, to 
throw one’s vital energies into the breech 
is a stretch of altruism as rare as admir- 
able.
